M’Arthur Australia Commander 


Reaches 


Country 
By Plane

WASHINGTON, March 17. 
— (BUP) — Gen. Douglas 
MacArthur, hard-bitten com- 
mander of the United Na- 
tions, arrived in Australia 
from the beleaguered Philip- 
pines today and has assumed 
supreme command of allied 
forces there in Australia's 
hour of peril. 

The famed defender of the 
Philippines reached Australia 
after a secret airplane flight, only 
a few hours after official disclo- 
sure that American troops—air 
and ground forces “in consider- 
able numbers’’—had landed in 
Australia and were preparing to 
counter Japan's blows against the 
southwest Pacific nations. 

MacArthur, the war department 
announced, was ordered by Presi- 
dent Roosevelt to leave the Philip- 
pines 23 days ago and go to Austra- 
lia “as soon as the necessary ar- 
rangements could be made.” 


ORDER NECESSARY 

It had been conceded by top mili- 
tary authorities for weeks while 
demands for MacArthur's “rescue” 
from the Philippines were made in 
congress and in Australia—that a 
presidential order would be neces- 
sary to make him leave his valiant 
little army that has held the Jap- 
anese at a standstill on the Bataan 
peninsula battlefront. 

MacArthur was accompanied to 
Australia—nearly 2,000 miles south 
of the Philippines—by his wife and 
son, who during recent weeks were 
presumed to have remained in Cor- 
regidor fortress at the entrance to 
Manila Bay.

The number of persons receiving 
relief from Edmonton's special ye- 
lief department during the 12 
months ending February 28, 1942, 
declined 71 per cent, according to 
a report filed Tuesday with city 
commissioners by the department.

OTTAWA, March 17,—(CP)-—Curtailment of retail de- 
liveries in Canada was ordered Monday by James Stewart of 
Toronto, administrator of services for the wartime prices 
and trade board. The order was made public last night in a 
board statement which said the move signified the launching 
of a “campaign to conserve rubber and motorized equip- 


ment.” 


After March 18 no retailer may 
make or cause to be made on 
behalf of himself or a customer 
more than one regular delivery 
8 day over any particular route 
Or in any particular area except 
with special authorization of the 
administrator,” the board said. 

“Authority is also required for 
any type of specia] delivery. 
“Delivery of daily newspapers, 
fuel including coal, coke, oil and 
wood, is exempted, as deliveries to 
hospitals, railways and steamships 
or to the departments of nat:cnal 
defence or munitions and supply 

“Drugs or medicines prescribed 
by doctors or physicians may also 
be delivered without special per- 
mission.” 

Mr. Stewart was quoted in the 
statement as saying 


| “The order does not mean that if 
ja retailer has only one vehicle it 
jcan go out but once a day. But it 
may not cover the same territory 
more than once a day, Nor may an 
organization with a number of ve- 
hicles have more than one in the 
Same territory oftener than once a 
day unless authorized.

NAZIS GET SUPPLIES? 

The first question to be decidéd 
is the attitude of thase governments 
in the event of Nazi demands or 
actual invasion.

For more 
than a month there have been no 
shipments to Vichy, France, for its 
North African colonies because of 
this fear.

NO SOLUTION 

Nothing can be imported or ex- 
ported in either case without the 
permission of the Germans and the 
British alike.

The “unit” under the gasoline- 
rationing system is to be five gallons. 
At the beginning that is, with no guar- 
antee that the unit will not be reduced 
to four gallons or even three. At the 
rate at which tankers are being sunk 
in the Atlantic, at a time when the oil 
resources of this continent are being 
called upon more heavily for operations 
in Europe and must also supply ships, 
tanks and planes in the Far East, the 
prospect is that the five-gallon unit 
may be of only short duration. 

The motoring public can of course 
do something to postpone a unit re- 
duction to four gallons, by voluntarily 
keeping down consumption. A gentle- 
men’s agreement on the part of city 
drivers to leave their cars in the gar- 
age except when there is a real reason 
for using them would accomplish that 
purpose. Thousands of gallons of gas- 
oline are burned in Edmonton every 
week in what is called pleasure driving 
—though waiking in fine weather 
would probably be found a greater 
pleasure. The same is true of every 
city in Canada. Have the motorists 
got “what it takes” to go the rationing 
plan one better, by using less than is 
allowed? 


The Excuses Of -Adolf 


Herr Hitler was again on the defen- 
sive in his Sunday address to the Nazi 
and military chiefs. He had to explain 
why the Russian army—which he said 
last October had been destroyed—took 
the offensive a month later and has in- 
flicted more damage on the invaders 
than they sustained in last summer’s 
sdvance. The Fuehrer hinted broadly 
that his spring drive may be postponed. 
And he repeated his recently-invented 
theory that the war was caused by a 
conspiracy of Jews, capitalists and com- 
munists to ruin Germany. Apparently 
the most encouraging note he had to 
offer was that however bad the future 
may be “it can only be less onerous” 
than the past. 

As a pep-talk to the nation, toward 
the close of the third and most disas- 
trous winter of the war, this speech 
seems more likely to cheer the hopes 
of non-Nazi Germans who long for Hit- 
ler's overthrow than to console the 
party brigands for the long-deferred 
victory and restore their confidence in 
the “intuitions” of the Fuehrer. The 
most avaricious of the spoils hunters 
can hardly conceal from himself that, 
having been wrong in so many predic- 
tions, the supposed man of destiny may 
mis-read the future again when he fore- 
sees the “annihilation” of the Rus- 
sians before another winter comes. 


The Insects Take Toll 


Insects destroyed $21,400,000 worth 
of growing grain crops in Saskatche- 
wan last summer. This is the estimate 
made by officials of the provincial de- 
partment of agriculture at Regina. 
What this means is worth noting. Not 
only would the farmers have obtained 
that much more money—they would 
have obtained it without any extra ex- 
pense for cultivation or seeding or har- 
vesting, had the grasshoppers and saw- 
flies and wire-worms not invaded their 
fields, The plowing and sowing and 
reaping and threshing had to be done 
anyway, and this huge sum was a clear 
loss of revenue, with no deductions for 
added expense to secure it. It was 
revenue earned but not received. 

By raising the initial price for wheat 
20 cents per bushel it is calculated that 
$80,000,000 more wheat money will be 
put in the pockets of western farmers 
this year than they received last 
year, On that basis the $21,400,000 
Saskatchewan farmers earned but did 
not get represented about five cents per 
bushel on the grain crop of the entire 
west. Since the loss fell upon the 
farmers of one province, the loss per 
bushel to them was perhaps double this 
figure. 

To actually exterminate the insect 
enemies of western crops may not be 
possible. But it would be worth a lot 
of money to the farmers and the coun- 
try if the depredations of these pests 
could be cut down to a half or a quar- 
ter.

Empty Threats

Herr Hitler's deputies at Paris have 
developed their newspaper attack on 
Petain from criticism to threats. Vichy, 
it is alleged, has been getting farther 
from the Axis and closer to the Allies. 
If this does not stop, it is threatened, 
German troops may seize French 
Africa, or France itself may be parti- 
tioned “forever”. 

The threats are pointless, because 
if the Fuehrer wants French Africa, 
he will not ask Petain for permission to 
take it, and the permanent partition of 
France is already on his books, what- 
ever Petain may hope. If French 
Africa is not invaded that will be be- 
cause the venture is too risky or the

Nazis are kept too busy elsewhere. If 
France ever again becomes one coun- 
try it will have to be restored by the 
Allies when the Axis is no more. 

None the less, this shaking of the 
big stick shows that Berlin is not pleas- 
ed with the non-collaboration attitude 
of the Marshal, and would like to do 
something about it. If it is true, as 
the gauleiters claim, that Petain has 
been growing lukewarm, there is noth- 
ing in the threats to win him back. 
Rather these might suggest to him 
that this is a good time to break with 
the Axis, go to Africa, and help to res- 
cue France and its empire from the 
vivisection that im ees planned for it. 


When Premier Curtin told the 
people of the United States that “Aus- 
tralia is the last bastion between the 
west coast of America and the Japan- 
ese” he said something to which the 
people of Canada and their governing 
and military authorities should also 
give attention. The part of the “west 
coast of America” most vulnerable to 
Japanese attack aimed at the United 
States is in ey Columbia. 


Capt. Lyttleton, British minister of 
supply, says the recent offensive 
against Rommel in Libya netted the 
British forces from 50,000 to 100,000 
tons of enemy ammunition. They sub- 
sequently lost the ground they gained, 
but kept the shells, bombs and bullets, 
Perhaps this explains why Rommel was 
called to Kiev to talk to Hitler, or be 
talked to by him. The loss of even 
50,000 tons of ammunition is a matter 
of some consequence, transportation to 
Libya being what it is, and the spring 
super-offensive almost due to begin on 
the eastern front.

There are threats at Vichy and Paris 
that British prisoners of war may be 
shot by the French authorities in re- 
prisal for R.A.F. raids on Hitler fac- 
tories in occupied France—there have 
been no raids in Vichy territory. Left 
to themselves Darlan and Laval are 
quite capable of perpetrating such out- 
rages. But it is unlikely that Petain— 
or Hitler—will sanction the crimes. To 
start a revolution in France just now 
would mess up the Fuehrer’s plans in 
the east; and revolution would prob- 
ably be the reaction if Frenchmen were 
ordered to kill prisoners of war in re- 
taliation for legitimate acts of war on 
the part of the British.

Certain sections of Quebec charge that 
the plebiscite on April 27 means consceip- 
tion for overseas service and that, since the 
defence of Canada should be the first con- 
sideration of Canadians, overseas service 
is an iniquity and anti-Canadian and must 
be prevented by defeating the plebiscite. 

With characteristic realism and logic, 
these French-Canadians state the case suc- 
cinctly and intelligently. 
The premises of their 
argument are emimently 
sound, ' 

The plebiscite, admit- 
tedly, will permit the 
Government to conscript 
Canadians for service 
outside of Canada. The 
plebiscite does mean con- 
scription, Even though 
it is couched in indirect 
terms, the ie Pa can 
mean nothing else. Why 
should Mr. King take the Harold L. Weir 
trouble to ask to be released from his anti- 
conscription pledge if he did not intend to 
proceed along conscription lines? 

Let us make no mistake about it, then; 
the passage of the plebiscite will mean 
conscription in Canada—conscription for 
overseas or extra-Canadian service. 


Canada First 


Quebee dissenters are also perfectly 
sound and right in declaring that the de- 
fence of Canada is the first pressing busi- 
ness of the Canadian Government and 
people. 

Beyond matters of moral obligation and 
the demands of the humanitarian instinct 
which at all times, in a Christian civiliza- 
tion, must take precedence over the mere 
preservation of self, the first duty of the 
Canadian Government js to the women 
and children and aged people of this 
country, 

Tt is no longer true that the Canadian 
people look to the British Isles as the heart 
and soul of the British Empire, to be pro- 
tected at any cost to the more humble 
members or limbs of the imperial or- 
ganism. 

We no longer think of the Empire as 
Such an organism at all, 

On the contrary, we regard it as a free 
organization of free and sovereign nations 
united, not i an imperial parliament, and 
headed, not by any one area more sacred 
and inviolable than all the rest, but united 
only by one solitary institution which we 
all recognize and headed only by one soli- 
tary man whom we all revere—the British 
Throne and His Imperial Majesty George 
VI, in our case, duly crowned King of

In this view, which all but a few 
probably quite honest reactionaries share, 
the proposition that the British Isles 
should be protected at all costs to Canada 
is not only untenable but actually dis- 
loyal. 

Thus, mora) obligations and humani- 
tarian obligations being satisfied, Canada 
must come first. On this, all forward- 
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looking men in Britain as well as in Can- 
ada are agreed. y 
Moreover, the actual comparative 


values to the Empire of Britain and Can- 
ada must be considered dispassionately 
and entirely without sentiment. 

It is a difficult and a distasteful thing 
to say, but it is poignantly true, that while 
Canada and the Empire could continue to 
exist without Britain—even though the 
loss of Britain would involve colossal 
Spiritual catastrophe—Britain could not 
continue to exist without those areas on 
this continent which supply her with food 
and arms, 

Thus, from the imperial standpoint 
alone, it is conceivable that the Empire 
could survive if Britain were lost. Condi- 
tions being what they are today, it is in- 
conceivable that the Empire could survive 
if Canada were lost, The loss of Canada to 
the enemy would almost inevitably in- 
volve the loss of Britain as well, 

tye to Eye 

On this reasoning, English-speaking 
Canada and French-speaking Canada see 
eye to eye. There is absolutely no differ- 
ence of fundamental opinion. 

The premises upon which Quebec bases 
its opposition to the plebiscite, therefore, 
are eminently reasonable and well- 
grounded. 

Tt is in the conclusions and inferences 
drawn from these premises, however, that 
Quebec falls into grave error and national 
heresy. .

OTTAWA.—Coming as it did after 
nearly three weeks of bitter controversy, 
it is remarkable that the plebiscite bill was 
not challenged in principle in parliament.

I've been putting balloons up and 
down, down and up, and up and down, 
since October, 1939, but it wasn’t till a few 


days ago that a real live Jerry went smack 
into my cable. 

It was just about getting dark when we 
got orders to fly our balloon and in a few 
minutes she was off the bed and aloft, We 
were rather pleased with ourselves, the 
boys and J, for I’d put it up in extra quick 
time.

And he did. He went smack into it. 
There was a crash and the winch jumped 
as it took the strain. The cable sawed 
through the wing just like a grocer’s wire 
cuts through cheese. That fixed him. 
Offecame the best part of a wing and we 
knew then that we had got the plane, After 
a few seconds, about a thousand yards 
away from us, we saw a big red glow. We 
couldn’t go and have a dekko, however, 
for it’s against orders to leave the site 
when on duty, but we heard from our 
flight commander that the plane had 
crashed and was burning. Flames lit the 
whole sky and fairy lights were popping 
off'every minute. 

Well, we celebrated our first Jerry with 
a nice cup of tea, Then we realized we'd 
got.to put up another balloon in place of 
Annie, because, of course, Annie didn’t 
live here any more, She'd done her job 
pretty well, we thought, and we were 
sorry to see her go, but, mind you, we 
aren't complaining.

Offensive War 


Moreover, it is our trick—a trick which 
is being loudly demanded in every section 
of the Empire and certainly in every part 
of Canada—to carry the fighting to the 
enemy in offensive fashion and to keep it 
off our own soil, 

The Government of Canada must be 
free to deal with such situations as they 
arise. They must be free to follow the 
rapidly changing pattern of the war. 

There may come a day, for instance, 
when Canadian forces could do yeoman 
service for Canada attacking the Jap and 
Japanese territory from bases in Siberia. 

We would look almighty silly then, 
waiting for the enemy on Vancouver 
Island, tied by the leg to some ill-consid- 
ered election pledge, when we might be 
ending the war by smashing at Tokyo, 
Kobe, Nagasaki or some other Japanese 
centre, 

The Canadian Government should and 
must be at liberty to so dispose of its forces 
as it is deemed expedient under circum- 
stances of which we can at present have 
no vague idea, 

I don’t mind saying frankly here that 
if the plebiscite meant no more than stuf- 
fing England still fuller of static Canadian 


for the ballot, the secrécy of the vote, the 
scope for irregularities and the penalties 
to be imposed. 

There was, as well, much talk which 
had no bearing on the plebiscite; talk 
about order-in-council government, con- 
scription of wealth and material resources, 
the growing dominion bureaucracy, 
naturalization, and of the foreigner taking 
the job of the man who enlists. 

Support 

Liberals, Conservatives, the C.C.F. and 
the Social Creditors supported the plebi- 
scite with the exception of two Conserva- 
tives—Tommy Church and R. H. McGre- 
gor, both of Toronto—and the eleven 
Quebeckers. Mr. Church spoke against the 
bill but Mr. McGregor never said a word. 

The Quebeckers opposed the bill be- 
cause they are against conscription for 
overseas service and believe that the 
plebiscite is a step forward in that direc- 
tion. 

They had every reason so to think. Mr. 
King told the Commons that the anti-con- 
scription pledges presently barred the path 
of those who advocate this policy, but that 
once the plebiscite is carried, the barrier 
will be down, 

Of these eleven Quebec bolters only 
J. F. Pouliot, member for Temiscouata, 
tried to make out a rational case against 
the plebiscite. He proceeded on the 
assumption (which Mr. King had confirm- 
ed) that the only pledge restricting the 
government is concerned with overseas 
conscription. Therefore the plebiscite is 
in fact the first step towards full conscrip- 
tion. 

He argued that overseas conscription is 
not now required and judging by the pro- 
gress of the war will not be required. Mr. 
Pouliot drew attention to the ever-increas- 
ing peril to Canada, He had bags of quo- 
tations from soldiers and statesmen and 
newspapers, Our first job was to defend 
Canada and. we should not be talking of 
overseas conscription when the war was 
coming each day nearer to our coasts. 

Other than Mr. Pouliot, only one Que- 
bec bolter declared himself. Mr, Lacombe, 
member for Laval-Two Mountains, baldly 
stated that the plebiscite means conscrip- 
tion; he is opposed to conscription and 
therefore voted against the bill. 


Constructive 


Ignoring the Toronto members and the 
Quebec bolters, the criticism in the debate 
was constructive. The bill was strength- 
ened in many important particulars, as 
will be shown. 

The House of Commons, throughout the 
debate, was unusually serious, Members 
spoke earnestly. Moments of high emo- 
tional tension were surprisingly frequent. 
Many members betrayed deep personal in- 
terest in the measure. Scores of them have 
sons in the armed services and undoubted- 
ly they were thinking of their boys. One 
Social Credit member remarked that he 
had three sons. Two had enlisted and that 
very morning he had received a letter 
from his third and last boy. He, too, had 
enlisted. There were fathers, tortured by 
uncertainty, with boys at Hong Kong, 
others with boys at sea, in the air, in the 
army, And there were some over whom 
war's shadow had passed. This, indeed, 
was no partisan measure, 


No Delay 


It was notable that no member of par- 
liament suggested that the holding of the 
plebiscite will mean any delay or slow- 
ing down of our war effort. With army 
recruits coming in as fast as they can be 
handled, with the air force and navy ex- 
panding at maximum speed, with our war 
production increasing—there was no room 
for doubt on this score. Those who voted 
against the plebiscite advanced no such 
reasons. They were outright opposed 
either to plebiscites in general or to over- 
seas conscription, 

Nor, as the debate developed, was there 
serious question of the pledges given to the 
people. The pledges were given by Con- 
servatives and Liberals alike and only one 
member sought to dodge them. He was a 
Conservative and he argued that, “plat- 
forms are made to get in on, not to stand 
on—and so are pledges.” His advice was 
to throw the pledges to the wind and adopt 
overseas conscription forthwith. Signifi- 
cantly, he was, so far as the spoken word 
foes, in a minority of one in a house of 


As for the bill, amendments moved in 
the early stages were ruled out of order, 
The bill carried on first and second read- 
ings unanimously, It then went to a com- 
mittee which unanimously reported the 
bill back for final consideration, It went 
through committee of the whole without 
a recorded division, On third reading, Mr, 
Pouliot moved the six months hoist which 
was defeated 174-13. A Social Credit 
amendment, not opposed to the plebiscite 
but designed to widen the franchise, was 
defeated 125-37 and on this vote the 
measure was finally approved, 


troops, I should vote against it as many 
times as I could change my face.

This Parity Price as established by the 
spokesmen for the Gevernment is set at 
the highest price prevailing between 1926 
and the close of 1940. On this basis, hogs 
are a long way below parity as the highest 
price they reached in 1926, at the Edmone 
ton yards, was $16.25 on the hoof, This 
is equa] to about $20.00 on the rail which 
is the present method of quoting basic 
prices, and thus it is easy to see that with 
hogs at present $14.00 on the rail, it would 
be necessary for them to rise by almost 
50% in order to attain Parity, 

It is difficult to see how our Minister 
of Agriculture can be ignorant of these 
facts while on the other hand, it just 
proves Once again how necessary it is for 
all farmers to belong to a Union so that 
Such mistakes as revealed above, can be 
Officially corrected. This has to be done 
in order to keep the public informed and 
the farmers need the weight of collective 
public opinion behind them so that their 
just and reasonable demands can be more 
quickly attained, 

When the ordinary non-farmer reads 
the above statement attributed to Mr. 
Gardiner, he believes it to be true and does 
not realize how “well salted” that hog 
statement was until it is pointed out to,

East Announces 
R.C.A.F. Shift 


MONTREAL, March 17—(CP)— 
Saqdn. Lar. J. H. Fenton has been 
named assistant to Wing Cmdr, L. G. 
Sneath, chief works officer of No, 
3 training command, Royal Cana- 
dian Air Force, it was announced 
here Monday, 

Sqdn. Ldr, Fenton was transferred 
from No, 5 training command, Cal- 
gary, where he occupied a similar 
position. 


In discussion of the bill, Pre- 
mier William Aberhart, who is 
minister of education and sponsor 
of the measure in the house, 
stated that the report of the 
university survey committee, on 
which the revised University Act 
is based, was not in any way con- 
trolled or directed by the govern- 
ment. He felt the division of 
responsibility set out in the bill, 
between the board of governors, 
senate and faculty council, was 
Proper and rational. 


CONTROL OF SPENDING 

Since the board of governors is 
to control the business of the 
university and the spending of its 
appropriations, the premier felt 
that it was proper that the board 
should have some responsibility to 
the provincial government, which 
must find the money for the 
university. (The bill provides that 
the board is to have 13 members, 
of whom 10 are to be appointed by 
the lieutenant-governor-in-council.) 

Hugh John Macdonald, K.C., 
Lib., Edmonton, felt that the bill 
erred in “stripping” the senate of 
most of its former functions. He 
‘also Was opposed to the measure 
“all but eliminating” representa- 
tion of graduates on the senate 
and completely eliminating rep- 
resentatives of professional as- 
sociations, 

Dr, L, J. O'Brien, Ind., Grande 
Prairie, declared he was generally 
in favor of the bill as it was drafted 
but contended that the government 
“missed a great opportunity for 
social advancement” in not making 
the board of governors an elective 
body. 

STUDENTS GET VOICE 

Gordon Taylor, S.C,, Drumheller, 
said he believed the recommenda- 
tions of the six-man survey com- 
mittee, headed by H. H. Parlee, 
K.C., chairman of the board of 
governors, as embodied in the bill, 
would “make the university effi- 
cient and businesslike’. An  ad- 
vance has been made, he said, in 
giving the student body represen- 
tation on the senate. (The president 
of the Students’ Union is an ex- 
officio member under the new act.) 

Mr, Macdonald felt that the sur- 
vey committee should of included 
educationists from other univer- 
sities, in Canada and the United 
States. He also suggested that the 
set-ups of other universitiés should 
have been studied and institutions 
possibly visited. 

“To me the important consider- 
ation is the acceptance of change in 
the formation of the senate,” he 
said, “The senate is stripped of all 
its powers that really matter, its 
supervision of academic matters, He 
felt that before any important 
change was made, the house should 
hear how senates of other univer- 
sities function.” 

He suggested that the power 
given to the government to appoint 
10 of the 13 members of the board 
of governors might place it in the 
position of being accused of “play- 
ing politics” with the university, 
FINDS BILL SATISFACTORY 

“I find myself in agreement, 
largely, with the bill as presented,’ 
Dr. O'Brien told the house. He 
said he complimented “the man 
who drew the bill” on having left 
out parts of the survey committee's 
report which, he felt, would lower 
the university’s academic standards. 

“A cheap degree is worse much 
as a prosperity certificate or & 
ies branch voucher in Wall 
Street,” he added. 

“It meets with the general ap- 
proval of university men,” the mem- 
ber said, “that the senate is nearly 
eliminated. I would go farther and 
eliminate it altogether, I am quite 
satisfied with turning over its pow- 
ers to the general faculty council.” 

“I believe this government missed 
its greatest opportunity to do an 
outstanding public service,” he con- 
tinued, “Why didn’t you make the 
board of governors elective?” 

He said the constitution of the 
University of Alberta was largely 
modelled on that of the University 
of Toronto, which dated back to 
1826. “That was in the days of the 
family compact,” he said. 

He also suggested that a repre- 
sentative of the department of theo- 
logy should be on the board of gov- 
ernors. 

SEES LITTLE DANGER 

Mr, Taylor, in his comments on 
the bill, said he thought there was 
no danger of any government “play- 
ing politics” with the university. 
The senate, he said, had been left 
with the functions for which it was 
most capable, namely, “bridging the 
gap” between the university and the 
public. 

He suggested that physically fit 
medical students should be trained 
for the army medical service and 
paid while they attended their 
courses at the university. 

Premier Aberhart said he had no 
intention of trying to change the 
opinions of any member of the 
house regarding the bill. Its tech- 
nical provisions, he said, would be 
bound to result in some diversity oi 
views. 

“The government chose the com- 
mittee to make the survey because 
it considered it was the best com- 
mittee under the circumstances.” he

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Macdonald Protests Over 
Stripping Of Power From 
Senate By University Bill 


The Alberta legislature on Monday gave second reading 
to the bill to amend and consolidate the University Act. The 
bill vests control of university affairs in the board of gov- 
ernors and transfers the granting of academic degrees from 
the senate to the general faculty council. The senate, with 
membership to be reduced from 54 to 25, is left with author- 
ity to recommend awards of honorary degrees and is to be 
a liaison between the university and the public. 
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‘Alberta Treated 
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Well By Ottawa 
On Tax Transfer 


Ottawa officials had treated 
the Alberta government well in 
regard to the terms of the agree- 
ment for wartime transfer of 
income and corporation tax fields, 
but he objected to the “take it or 
leave it” manner of imposing the 
agreement, Hon. Solon E. Low, 
Provincial treasurer, told the 
legislature Monday. 

Mr. Low made these statements 
in discussion of the bill to ratify 
the tax transfer agreement, to 
which the house gave second read- 
ing. 

“The situation is that we had no 
alternative but to make the agrce- 
ment,” the minister said, “At first 
we thought the dominion might be 
taking over some of our provincial 
powers, but now we have an agree- 
ment which means that they are 
simply drawing from our fields of 
taxation.” 

Mr. Low said that negotiations 
on the agreement were based on 
two points, the retention of provin- 
cial powers, and securing the provy- 
ince's revenue position, “We were 
fairly successful in these negotia- 
tions,” he said. 

The agreement, he said, means 
that the titular power of taxation 
on corporations and personal in- 
comes is transferred to the domin- 
ion and provincial revenue from 
these scources is frozen. The do- 
minion also has invaded the gaso- 
line tax field but has guaranteed 
the provincial revenue from this 
source at the 1940 collection figure. 

“We have no alternative but to 
sign the agreement,” he said, “as 
we would otherwise only force the 
people of Alberta to pay $4,000,000 
over and above the federal income 
taxes, which are being heavily in- 
creased. I do not see any lightening 
of the load for the duration of the 
war and a year after.”

Resclution that the assembly 
urge the federal government to 
accept full responsibility for post- 
war rehabilitation and, as soon as 
possible, announce s “clear cut 
program of post-war reconstruc- 
tion” was on the legislative order 
paper for debate at Tuesday's 
sitting.

HAVE HEAVY BURDEN 

The resolution on post-war recon- 
struction states that the financial 
structure of municipalities will not 
stand the strain of relief and unem- 
ployment problems and that re- 
habilitation of the armed forces 
cannot be fulfilled by a land set- 
tlement scheme and unemployment 
insurance. 

It is urged that the federal gov- 
ernment announce its plans as soon 
as possible in order that provinces 
and municipalities may proceed 
with post-war problems that direct- 
ly concern them. 

Purpose of the resolution on the 
Social Credit board resolution is to 
give the assembly information on 
the work of the board.

Alberta Boundary 
Extension Urged 


Another move to bring about ex- 
pansion of Alberta's boundaries to 
the Arctic will be urged in the legis- 
lature in a resolution by Hon. W. A. 
Fallow, minister of public works, 
seconded by Hon. N. E. Tanner, 
minister of lands and mines. Notice 
of the resolution has been given. 

The resolution asks that the 
legislature ask the federal gov- 
ernment to extend the provincial 
boundaries northward “to in- 
clude all the territory between 110 
degrees longitude and the eastern 
boundary of the Yukon territory 
Or such lesser srea as may be 
agreed upon.” 

The resolution contends that de- 
velopment of northern natural re- 
sources is essential in accelerating 
the war effort, also to post-war re- 
construction. 


ONLY METHOD 
The resolution also states that 


northern development is the only 
means whereby Alberta and West- 


ern Canada can overcome “the 
glaring injustices of discriminatory 
freight rates and the devastating 
effects of federal tariff policies on 
the western economy.” 

Extension, of the boundaries to 
the Arctic would give Alberta an 


additiona] 500,000 square miles of 
territory, doubling the present size 
of the province. It would take in 
the mining country of Great Slave 
and Great Bear lakes and the rich 
fur and fishery resources of the far 
north.

Lynch, Montreal, transit control- 
ler, department of munition and 
supplies, to immediately eliminate 
all unnecessary trips by motor 
busses used by the street railway 
system. 

This order means that the street 
railway will ba unable to rent 
busses for special trips, except those 
for war and patriotic purposes. 

The communication from the 
transit controller stated also that no 
further extensions of existing ser- 
vices can be made without the ex- 
press consent of the controller. 

However, civic officials take it 
for granted there will be no diffi- 
culty in obtaining this consent for 
the proposed extension to the Air- 
craft Repair depot. Provision for 
this extension is made in the 1942 
civic budget.

Notification of gasoline ration al- 


In the United States Army Air 
Corps the scholastic requirements 
for air crewmen are particularly 
high, at the present time. This 
gives rise to a peculiar situation. 

Canadian recruiting officers are 
finding the supply of material 
suitable for aircrewmen in Can- 
ada running very low. In the 
U.S.A. thousands and thousands of 
youths who would be able to 
qualify by Canadian standards 
are rejected. 

We heard this matter discussed 
at length between an RCAF. 
officer and a lieutenant in the U.S. 
Army Engineers’ Corps on the 
C.P.R. station platform early Sun- 


day morning. 

Both men agreed a merging for 
purposes of training would prob- 
ably come in the not so distant 
future. Otherwise there is apt to 
be a lot of confusion. United States 
citizens are permitted to enlist in 
the R.C.A.F. 

So U.S. youths who haven't a col- 
lege education may start flocking 
over the border to join the R.C.A.F. 
Their own government had given 
them permission to do so, in cases 
where they are npt immediately 
subject to the draft. But their own 
air force would reject them on the 
grounds of insufficient schooling. It 
certainly seems to be something 
that calls for a standardization on a 
continental basis.

Columnist H. R. Knickerbocker, 
chief of the Chicago Sun foreign 
service, pens a warning from far 
away Perth, Australia, that Cana- 
dians as well as Americans might 
note with care. 

Knickerbocker fled from Java to 
Australia before the advancing 
waves of Japanese air, sea and lana 
forces, 

Writes Mr. Knickerbocker: 

“It suffices to point out that 
the Japanese Pacific War has in 
the short space of three months 
demonstrated that the Japs’ meth- 
od of attack by air, “step by step”, 
can succeed over any distance, 
and space such as separates the 
United States from Japan doesn't 
mean any protection or security.” 

If the Japanese take Australia 
and New Zealand they will have 
their right flank completely pro- 
tected. They would then face a 


threat only on their left flank, 
Knickerbocker observes. 
The writer states he quotes a 


high ranking authority as saying: 

“The Japanese wil] have to try 
and take Alaska to protect them- 
selves as well as to obtain a base 
from which to attack. They can't 
help themselves.°

Insurance Firms 
Win Appeal Here 


Atberta’'s Appeal court, in a judg- 
ment handed down Tuesday, ordered 
a new trial in the malicious prose- 
cution action brought by Harry G. 
Curlett, Westlock, against seven in- 
surance companies and four indi- 
viduals on the ground that the trial 
judge failed to keep before the 
jury the important legal factor that

A Supreme court jury found that 
the companies, through their agents, 
and the individual defendants, had | 
procured Mr. Curlett’s prosecution 
maliciously and awarded him $16,- 
667.50 special and general damages.

LONDON, March 17.—The fact 
that Australia’s defence now is 
primarily an Australian-Ameri- 
can responsibility, and that Aus- 
tralia, as a result, has been drawn 
into more intimate and more cor- 
dial communion with the United 
States than she may at times 
have enjoyed with Great Britain, 
is now going to be generally re- 
cognised in this country. 

British newspapers indicate that 
the United States is making pro- 
digious efforts to fulfill her part, 
and that the Australians are res- 
ponding with a 
warmth which 
contrasts sharply 
with the feeling 
of aloofness dis- 
played toward the 
Mother Country 
in recent months. 

While they feel 
that the Austra- 
lians have not al- 
ways been com- 
"pletely fair in cri- 
ticizing the inability of Britain to 
meet all demands in the four quar- 
ters of the globe, the British show 
little resentment of this develop- 
ment; they only hope that the Un- 
ited States can live up to Austra- 
lian expectations, 


WARM WELCOME 

Writing from Perth, the special 
correspondent for the London Times 
today describes the enthusiasm of 
the local Australians over the re- 
appearance of the Americans, mani- 
fested by groups of small boys de- 
manding autographs of American— 
not British or Australian—soldiers, 
and the preference of local girls for 
doughboys. 

“It is at America’s side rather 
than Great Britain's, that Austra- 
lians whom I have met feel they 
are fighting,” he writes. He attri- 
butes this feeling, first, to the ines- 
capable fact that Australia is now 
America's first line of defence in 
the Pacific and that the United 
States is the only country from 
which Australia can receive ade- 
quate reinforcements; secondly, to 
the fact that “Americans who have 
been in Australia recently have be- 
haved with great restraint and ami- 
ability, and have made themselves 
deservedly popular,” and, finally, 
to the fact that the Australians, af- 
ter the Singapore debacle, feel that 
they have been let down by Bri- 
tain. 

This feeling, the Times’ writer 
concludes, will persist to a modified 
extent until Britain achieves a re- 
sounding military, naval, or aerial 
success.

Speech Shows 
Hitler Knows 
Downfall Nea 


WASHINGTON, March 17— 
(AP)—Sumner Welles, acting 
secretary of state, said Monday 
that Hitler now knows that his 
downfall is near. Welles made this 
statement in commenting on Hit- 
ler's speech in Berlin Sunday. 

The German jeader predicted the 
“complete destruction” of Russia's 
armies next summer and went on 
to say that President Roosevelt not 
only would fail to create a new 
Europe but would “bring about the 
collapse of his own worldd.” 

There was a time, Welles told a 
press conference, when Hitler could 
hurl a “monstrous lie” around the 
world with devastating effect, but 
gradually the world has become 
aware of this technique and now

ADEQUATE RETURN
